“final say” in granting deferments 
to the draft registrants, Selective 
Gervice officials revealed today. 

They said that while national 
draft headquarters is drawing up 
deferment regulations, it will be up 


to the 4,000 local boards administer- 
ing the new law to interpret them 
in light of local conditions, 

All men 18 through 25 must 
register for the draft starting Aug. 
80. But only those 19 through 25 
may be inducted for 21 months’ 
service.  Eighteen-year-olds can 


escape the longer draft by volun- 


teering for one year and then 
switching to the reserve.

Stubborn refusal of the Manufac- 
turers Board of Trade to sign an 
agreement had continued right up 
to the strike deadline of yesterday 
morning, before they finally yielded 
on the union’s wage demands. In- 
cluded in the agreement, signed 
with Joint Council 13 of the Shoe, 
Workers, were 45 factories affiliated 
with the Board of Trade, which 
employ 3,000 workers, and I. Miller 
Co., which employs 1,000. 

Isidore Rosenberg, manager of 
Joint Council 13, said the agreement 
set a pattern which would probably 
be followed by the remainder of 
the independent manufacturers, 
who employ: some 2,500 workers. 

The agreement provides a 10-cent 
hourly increase in the starting wage. 
from 65 cents an hour to 75 cents, 
and an additional 10-cent increase 
after eight months, making the 
basic wage 85 cents an hour after 
eight months. In addition, all 
workers earning less than $1.40 re- 
ceived a 10-cent hourly increase:

Fay and 
Bove didn’t go on trial until two years after their 
indictment., The grand jury that was looking into 
the affair of Orange County was suddenly deprived 
of funds on Nov. 30, 1943 and two assistant district 
attorneys were yanked off the trail. 

In January, 1944, it was disclosed that Bove paid 
$2,500 to former Supreme Court Justice William

It is apparent that the 
members of Congress are enthu- 
siastic supporters of force and 
violence. In addition, President 
Truman urges universal military 
training as well as the draft now 
in effect, and he is backed up in

Dennis emphasized that with the 
breakup of the old Roosevelt-labor 
coalition, the labor movement can- 
not merely support the Progressive 
Party in the same way that it did 
during the Roosevelt days.
